A\ ants Definition 


If Bishop Brown has his way, 


his trial will be an epochal one In 
the Christian religion. Before it 
ends, he plans to compel if possi- 
ble, his fellow bishops and judges 
to write a new definition of here- 
cy and to defend their own orth 
oclo\> by giving the world then 
personal beliefs 
in such matters 


as the story of (reation, the divin- 
ity of Christ, and other miracu- 
lous stones set forth in Old and 
New Testaments. 


Whether he will he successful 


in this 
is 
problematical. The

are against the court of 


nine bishops permitting him any | 
such latitude. The 
court itself, 


and the church advocate, Charles 
L. Dibble, of Michigan, are desir-

Bishop Brown bases his defense 


upon two major principles, first, 
that the court of nine bishops Is 
powerless to try, or condemn him, 
a. retired bishop under canonical 
law, and second, that hi« alleged 
errors of doctrine are simply his 
interpretation fo the Scriptures 
symbolical instead of literally. 


Issues At Stake 


"If the fact that I regard Jesus 


Christ as a symbol Instead of an 
actual, living 
being 
it, heresy,' 


said the bishop, 
"then 
all th 


bishops and leaders of the cLurch 
for the past hundred yiars are 
tarred with the same brush, for 
none of them accepts all of the 
Scriptures literally. 


"If the church 
Is so blind to 


modern thought and science thpt 
it will hark back to the bigoted 
and superstitious age of Elizaoeth 
for authority and means of con- 
demning me, it will not be it, but 
the church, that will be condemn- 
ed and destroyed In my trial.' 


It is no clash of the modernists 


and the fundamentalists, this trial 
of Bishop Brown. The modernists 
question only the literainesp of 
the virgin birth and such kindred 
questions. Bishop Brown goes fur- 
ther, much further. He does not 
believe that Christ ever exixted. 
He does not 
believe 
that God 


made the world as set forth 
In 


Genesis. 
He does not 
believe 


there Is, or ever was, a God In the 
conscious, personal sense, rather, 
he accepts it all as 
purely sym- 


bolical.

SUGGESTIONS 


Ink and grass stains are the two 


worst stains to contend with on 
children's clothes. To remove ink 
stains from either white or colored 
material soak the stain while fresh 
in milk—either sweet or sour—but 
sour is best because of the acid in 
it. Let the goods lie in this milk 
for several riours, then waah it 
gently in it. Pour off tha milk and

night. You will find then that the 
spot is very faint, and upon wash- 
ing the garment the stain will dis- 
appear altog-ether For grass stains 
rub the spot with soft butter. Let 
it stand for several hours, then 
wash in warm water and soap and 
the stain will come out readily 
with the grease.
